THE MAYOR. 



To the Citizens of Rutland: — 

In accordance with the provisions of the char- 
ter, I submit herewith the annual reports of the 
various heads of departments, showing all receipts 
and disbursements of city moneys during the fiscal 
year 1899. It is not my purpose to embrace in 
this preface a detailed statement of what has been 
done or the cost thereof; all such information will 
be found under the proper heads in the various 
reports. 

Referring to the department of finance, it is 
only necessary to say that the city enters upon the 
year 1900 with no floating debt whatever, except a 
small sum, probably not exceeding $500, which is 
due to certain citizens for labor performed under 
the so-called Bianco & Grimaldi sewer contracts, 
and one small bill, §90.80 of which is in dispute. 

With these exceptions, every matured obliga- 
tion of the city has been cancelled, and the net 
debt of the city has been decreased by the sum of 
$24,92S.63. 

The sinking fund has been increased by 
$9,000, appropriated by the Board of Aldermen 
for that purpose, and $1,928.68 received for inter- 
est and premium on bonds sold in 1898, and has 
now reached the very satisfactory sum of $o 7, 909.03. 
This amount is safely invested, and if the same ad-

the next session of the Legislature. 

Not as much permanent work has been done 
on the streets, sidewalks and sewers as in some 
former years, for the reason that there has not 
been as much money to do with, and for the fur- 
ther reason that I have been determined from the 
commencement of the year that there should be 
no floating debt left for the next administration to 
grapple with. There has been a reasonable 
amount of valuable and permanent work done, 
however, which shows for itself. Woodstock Ave- 
nue has been completed to, the east line of the 
city, at a cost of 18 8-10 cents per square yard ; 
Madison Street has been finished, and also East 
Street from Killingtou Avenue to East Washington ; 
Nichols Street has been vastly improved by the 
removal of that portion of the Brown homestead 
which has so long projected into the street, and a 
MacAdam roadway and sidewalk has been con- 
structed from West Street to the hospital at a cost 
of 28 3-10 cents per yard. 

Granger, South and Forest Streets to Convent 
Avenue have been very thoroughly rebuilt, at an 
expense of $932.93. This was an unlooked-for 
expense, and became necessary for the reason that 
the street railway company extended its tracks in 
those streets, and, in so doing, occupied so much of 
the middle of the MacAdam roadway that it was 
necessary to widen and macadamize the streets on 
each side of the tracks for the use of the traveling 
public. There will be additional expense required 
another j r ear to restore Forest Street from Con- 
vent Avenue northwardly to a proper condition for 
the use of the public. 

With a reasonable tax rate there will be avail - 

(2} 
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able next season a much larger sum for roads, 
sewers, water extension, sidewalks, etc., than we 
have been able to devote to such purposes during 
lh'Ji), and there is no lack of places where it can 
be profitably expended. South Main Street from 
the Mussey brook to the city line is in sad need of 
rebuilding; Park Street from the Billings bridge 
to Granger Street is in the same condition; West 
Street from Forest Street westwardly to the city 
limits, and Columbian Avenue from State Street to 
West Street should receive early attention. A 
section, at least, of North Church Street and a 
section of North Main Street near the north line 
of the city should be macadamized. 

These matters accomplished, the main avenues 
over which business is transacted will be in very 
good condition, but of more immediate importance 
is West Street from Church to Main Street. I 
very much wished to have rebuilt this during the 
-past year, but the Board of Aldermen for some 
unexplained reason refused to authorize it. Pine 
Street from State to West, and Library Avenue 
from Grove to Church, are very important thor- 
oughfares, and should be put in thorough repair. 
There are also sections of Court Street that should 
receive attention ; in fact, there is room for great 
improvement in every section of the city, but it is 
manifest that not all of it can be done in one 
season unless the tax-payers are willing to submit 
to a much heavier tax rate. We are, however, 
approaching a finished condition with a reasonable 
degree of rapidity, and the time is fast coming 
when every street, lane and alley in the city will 
have been put in good condition for business or 
pleasure, both for those who walk and those 
who drive.

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75 gallons is a sufficient and even liberal supply, 
all over that amount is wicked waste A sys- 
tem of water meters, with a minimum fixed rate, 
is the ouly solution ; it will be expensive for the 
city to furnish the meters, but there is, I fear, no 
alternative between that and a much larger expense 
for an additional supply of water. _ 

There are many matters, each of minor impor- 
tance which should receive careful consideration, 
during the coming year, and among them are 
the following: In my opinion the city should 
control the sprinkling of the streets, charging 
abutters a reasonable sum for such service- 
' This may require some special legislation by 
ordinance, however. The growing use of so 
coal is complained of by many mUzens; it s 
certainly disagreeable and disfiguring, but o 
considerate of the high prices and poor qual 
it v of the hard coal sold in this market, it might 
he too great a hardship to many people to compel 
its use If, however, there is a smoke burning 
device that is of practical value, its use should be 

insisted on. . 

I am of the opinion that our concrete side- 
walks are costing us too much money, and I recom- 
mend that the city take that work into its own 
hands, unless, indeed, more satisfactory rates can 

be u m standirig charged to various 

citizens for assessments for sidewalks curbing, 
£S etc., and a smaller sum for work done by 
the city in constructing private walks driveways 
etc These have been placed in the hands of the 
City Attorney for collection. The ordinance au- 
thorizing such assessments should be stnetly and 
impartially enforced, or it should be repealed; it 
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is manifestly unjust to assess the abutters on a 
given street, collect from those who are willing to 
pay and allow the rest to escape, or to assess 
owners on one street and allow another street to 
go free, and no private work should be done by 
the city for anyone. 

The care of the city poor farm and its in- 
mates has continued under the very efficient man- 
agement of Mr, James Eeattie, and proper objects 
for the city to care for in their old age or infirmity 
have been properly cared for. This department 
should remain under the exclusive control of the 
Overseer of the Poor ; if it is left to the discre- 
tion of even the best committee possible to be 
selected, it is inevitable that their sympathies will 
often be worked upon at the expense of their 
judgment. The really worthy poor should be 
well cared for; there is a class, however, who are 
constantly seeking aid who should not be en- 
couraged. One competent and experienced man 
whose sole business it is to look after the poor, 
will be much more likely to do justice to all, than 
will any committees, constantly changing in com- 
position, which it is possible to name. 

Under this rule of action the expenses of this 
department have been reduced from S9.3C3.45 in 
1894, to $5,429.91 actually expended for supplies, 
etc., in 1899, and yet the worthy poor have been 
well cared for. 

During the year the house and buildings at the 
city farm have been completely renovated, and 
may well challenge comparison with any alms 
house in the state. 

The Fire Department has been under the skill- 
ful management of Mr. George W. Duuton, First 
Assistant Engineer, since the resignation of Mr. 
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K. K. Hannum, anil has been kept up to its former 
high standard ; eleven hundred and fifty feet of 
new hose has been added during the year, but it 
is probable that five hundred feet more will be 
needed next season. Two new horses have been 
purchased, one horse sold, and the department 
now has one extra horse available in case of sick- 
ness or accident. 

The Police Force, under its able chief, has 
maintained its former high reputation for effi- 
ciency. 

The appropriations for the Schools were made 
for the year 1899; in so doing we followed the 
custom which prevailed from 1893 to 1S98. The 
school manuel will, when published, give the de- 
tails of money expended and work done in that 
department. 

The three departments of Engineering, Streets 
and Water, should be kept under one common head 
as has been the case during the past three years— 
both economy and good results demand this. Prior 
to 1897 the salaries paid the heads of these depart- 
ments aggregated $5,200 per annum, during the 
past three years the work has been done, and well 
done, for $1,920 per annum, thus saving to the 
city $3,380 per annum. The engineer is primarily 
responsible for both grades and construction and 
should have the sole charge of the work. During 
the season of 1899, Mr. Grover, City Engineer, and 
Mr. C. F. Willis, foreman, have worked together 
in perfect harmony and with, to me at least, per- 
fectly satisfactory results. 

There has been no litigation commenced 
during the year, either by or against the city, which 
remains pending at this time ; on the other hand 
no less than seven suits pending in court at the 
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commencement of the year have been settled by 
trial, compromise or discontinuance, leaving five 
still pending, none of which are important. 

The city owns three or four houses that have 
come into its hands in one way and another; we 
derive little income from them and in my opinion 
they should be sold at the earliest possible moment 
at some price ; we should thus be relieved of the 
burden of mahitainence and be the gainers by at 
least the taxes which would then be assessed against 
the property. 

The service rendered by the Electric Light 
Co. under its contract has been, in the main^ satis- 
factory. There was a period of time when by reason 
of the failure of some part of the machinery, the 
company was unable to furnish all the arc lights 
required under their contract ; a proper rebate was 
allowed however, and I am now assured that we 
shall have no ground of complaint hereafter. 

A small appropriation was placed at the com- 
mand of the Cemetery Commissioners and so judi- 
ciously used by them that the old cemeteries on 
West and North Main Streets are no longer the 
disgrace and shame of the city. It has many times 
been suggested that the remains of the dead be 
removed from the West Street cemetery and the 
ground opened to the public as a park ; to this I 
am opposed. Let us not disturb the bones of the 
honored dead in order that we may make a pleas- 
ure ground of the spot so long hallowed by their 
graves. 

Nothing whatever has been done towards im- 
proving our parks during the past year, not 
because there was not ample room for improve- 
ment, but from lack of funds. I have thought that 
such necessities as good roads, sidewalks, etc., 
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should be provided before we turned our thoughts 
to luxuries. 

The Hospital and the Free Library each re- 
ceived the usual appropriation, and each has 
accomplished its own good work. I earnestly 
trust that these institutions, founded by private 
endeavor solely for the public good, may each 
continue to receive proper aid from the public 
treasury . 

Debt is a burden, the carrying of which kills 
municipalities as well as individuals. Not less 
than 18 4-10 per cent, nearly one-fifth of the tax 
levy for 1899, was used to pay the interest on the 
debt of the city; during the past three years the 
effort has been to reduce this debt and with it 
the interest charges. Much has been accom- 
plished in this direction and this work should not 
be undone; no further addition to the city debt 
should be allowed except under the direst neces- 
sity. 

The future prosperity of our beautiful city is 
entirely in the hands of its citizens; if they will 
select their best men to govern its affairs— men of 
proven business ability and tried integrity, putting 
aside all personal likes or dislikes, all selfish 
thoughts and aims, seeking only the best good of 
the whole, working together as partners for the 
benefit of the partnership, we shall prosper. If, 
on the other hand, petty jealousies, personal ani- 
mosities, personal likings or sectional selfishness 
prevail in our elections, the evils we have suffered 
from in the past will continue in the future, and 
we shall have failed to realize the benefits that 
are so easily within our reach.

To the Honorable City Council : 

Gentlemen : — I respectfully submit herewith 
my annual report concerning the work done by the 
Street, Sewer, Water and Engineering depart- 
ments of the city during the year ending Decem- 
ber 31st, 1899. 

STREET DEPARTMENT, 

We have not only kept our streets in good 
repair, but have made a number of permanent im- 
provements with the small amount of money which 
we have expended in this department. 

Mr. C. F. Willis has been my assistant on the 
street and sewer work since April. Previous to 
that time Mr. J. H. Stickney assisted me. 

MACADAM CONSTRUCTION. 

The ledge stone obtained from the quarry on 
North Main Street is not the best kind of material 
for road work on account of its varying hardness. 
However, if the spots of partially disintegrated 
rock were removed so as to leave only the hard 
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portions of the ledge for macadam, it would be a 
fairly good road stone cheaply obtained. This 
year, as none of the work has been in the vicinity 
of that quarry, we have used other varieties of 
local stone, which, on account of being already 
quarried, and at a shorter haul, have cost us less 
delivered. By so doing, we have constructed a 
section of road entirely of crushed marble, and 
also one of crushed cobbles, which will assist in 
the future in determining what is the best local 
material for macadam. Each variety of local rock 
lacks one or another of the characteristics essential 
for a good road stone, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing from Byrne's Highway Construction : " The 
qualities required in a good road stone are hard- 
ness and toughness, and ability to resist the disin- 
tegrating action of the weather." I think the 
crushed cobbles and marble will not disintegrate 
in this climate as rapidly as the limestone, espe- 
cially where the latter has partially crumbled 
before being used on the road ; and, consequently, 
that the roads built this year will wear smoother 
and with less dust than the limestone roads previ- 
ously constructed. We have crushed about 1020 
cubic yards of waste marble, and 2240 vards of 
cobbles, making a total of 3260 yards ; of which 
15 remain on hand, 2580 have been used for mac- 
adam work, 190 on new walks and 475 in general 
repairs, sewers, etc. 

STRONGS AVENUE. 

The roadway on Strongs Avenue at Royce 
Street was being so rapidly destroyed by the water 
and frost that a four inch soil drain has been put 
in from Prospect to 50 feet south of Royce Street. 
That will make the foundation much better than 
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before and probably save what remains of the 
macadam. 

EAST STREET. 

The macadamizing of this street from Killing- 
ton Avenue to East Washington Street was nearly- 
completed last season. We had to surface and 
roll about two hundred feet at the northerly end. 

MADISON STREET. 

The macadamizing of Madison Street was 
commenced in 1898, but the early snow stopped 
the work. We have constructed a catch basin at 
the northeast corner of Prospect and Madison 
Streets, to keep the surface water from flowing 
across Madison and down Prospect and Strongs 
Avenue. We have also laid a four inch soil drain 
under the north gutter from Morse Place 190 feet 
easterly. The sewers at Morse Place and Pleasant 
Street had to be repaired before a macadam road- 
way could be built over them. 

The two top courses of stone on this street are 
crushed marble and the bottom layer is part marble 
and part limestone, being largely marble on the 
north side and limestone on the south. The cob- 
ble gutter, which was commenced on the south 
side of the street in 189S was thrown out of place 
considerably by the frost, and, consequently, has 
been rolled down, and the macadam extended to 
the grass plot. 

GRANGER, SOUTH, FOREST AND PINE STREETS. 

The extension of the tracks of the street rail- 
way through portions of these streets has necessi- 
tated the widening of the roadways at those places 
in order that teams may safely pass on either side 
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of a car. We have laid a four inch soil drain on 
the east side of Granger Street from South Street, 
365 feet southerly, and built two wells on the south 
side of South Street at Granger. Both sides of the 
Granger Street roadway from the Clarendon and 
Pittsford R. R. to South Street have been widened 
with gravel and the east sidewalk raised. 

The South Street roadway from Granger to 
Forest Street has been widened with macadam on 
both sides. 

Forest Street has been macadamized from 
South Street to River. The stone used on the east 
side of the track is crushed marble, and oti the 
west, the bottom course is limestone, and the top 
marble. Also the macadam has been widened on 
both sides from River Street to Convent Avenue. 
The well on the east side of the street at number 
98 had to be rebuilt because of the widening of 
the roadway. 

Now that the railway has been extended 
through this street to Pine Street, the macadam in 
that portion of the street will have to be widened 
and repaired next year. 

The west sidewalk and curbing on Pine Street, 
from the old Grimm shop to the northerly end of 
the "tunnel," have been taken out and replaced 
with macadam, and an iron guard-rail has been 
erected along the west side of the east walk under 
the 11 tunnel " to protect pedestrians from being 
injured by frightened horses. 

WOODSTOCK AVENUE. 
We have macadamized this street from Tem- 
ple Street to the city line, having thoroughly re- 
paired all the culverts before building the road. 
The stone used there was the crushed cobbles

taken from stone walls and near-by farms and 
pastures. 

The macadam put on this street some years 
ago, from the reservoir several hundred feet east- 
erly, was laid thin and without any reference to 
the foundation and drainage. Consequently, it is 
being rapidly destroyed, and in order to save what 
remains of the work already in place, it should be 
drained, where necessary, and resurfaced next 
season. 

NICHOLS STREET. 

That portion of the " Brown " house, which 
stood in the street, has been removed, and the road- 
way macadamized from West Street to the hospi- 
tal. We have also constructed a crushed stone 
walk on the east side of the street, and a well 
about 130 feet from West Street to take the sur- 
face water from the east gutter.

Nearly all the crushed stone walks constructed 
this year have a better foundation than those for- 
merly built, and are also laid with more reference 
to the street lines and grades. This method is the 
more economical, not only because the walks will 
be more durable, but when a concrete surface is 
laid over them it will not be necessary to excavate 
for a foundation. Cinders have been used with 
the stone on'nearly all these walks. The follow- 
ing table will show their locations, etc. :

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CATCH BASINS AND WELLS. 

Wherever catch basins have been put in we 
have used those made of cast iron, if possible. In 
addition to those before mentioned, we have con- 
structed others at the following places, viz. : two 
on Allen Street; one on Baxter Street, at the Lin- 
coln Iron Works ; one on East Street, north of Ter- 
rill ; one on the corner of East and Terrill ; one 
on Howe Street, near Pine ; one on Merchants 
Row, where the stone sewer crosses; one on 
Strongs Avenue, at Royce Street ; one on Wales 
Street, at Center ; arid one on Washington Street, 
at Wales. Also, a cast iron basin has been put in 
at the northeast corner of Lincoln Boulevard and 
Library Avenue, where the brick one had been 
broken to pieces by the frost.

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. F. W. Warren has been my assistant in 
this department during the year. 

EXTENSIONS, ETC. 

Previous to macadamizing the north side of 
Madison Street, the water main was extended from 
a " dead end," in front of No. 8, easterly and con- 
nected with the Main Street pipe. The six-inch 
mam on Jackson Avenue has been extended 348 
feet easterly, making a total of 526 feet of new 
main laid, of which 492 feet is six inch and 34 feet 
is three inch pipe. A six inch double gate valve 
was placed in the Jackson Avenue main, where the 
extension commenced. 

The hydrant at the junction of Strongs Avenue 
and South Main Street has been taken from near 
the watering trough and placed out of the travel- 
ed way on the east side of Main Street, di- 
rectly opposite its former position. It has also 
been provided with an independent valve, which 
will be of great assistance whenever the hydrant 
needs repairing; because, as formerly arranged, it 
was necessary to shut off the water from all that 
section of the city, on Main Street and easterly 
south of Moon Brook, in order to repair that 
hydrant. 
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house connections and repairs. 

Twenty new service pipes have been put in 
and eighteen old ones relaid, of which five have 
been re tapped. In doing this work, we have laid 
a total of 31 feet of one inch and 9 (15^ feet of 
three fourths inch galvanized iron pipe. 

The frost went so deep last winter that we 
were troubled considerably by frozen pipes. There 
were twenty-five house connections and one main 
frozen. I notice by various reports that electricity 
has been used very successfully in other cities for 
thawing frozen mains and service pipes, and I 
would recommend that, when the pipes freeze here 
again, electricity be tried ; and, if found practicable, 
that the city purchase the necessary apparatus for 
thawing in this manner. 

Whenever we have had any spare time we have 
utilized it in inspecting and repairing the valve 
and service boxes. The valve boxes have all been 
inspected and put in good condition, and also about 
one-fourth of the service boxes have been looked 
over. A number of the latter were inspected after 
the ground froze so that they could not be readily 
repaired at that time. Accurate notes were taken 
of the condition of the ones which require fixing in 
order that they may be attended to in the spring. 

The remaining service boxes (about two-fifths of 
the total number) which have not been inspected 
in the last three years should be looked over and 
necessary repairs made ; as quite likely some of 
them have not been examined since they were 
put in, several years ago. All of the valve boxes 
and at least one-fifth of the service boxes should 
be inspected every year, as by so doing they can 
all be easily kept in proper repair. 
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In addition to relaying (seven) leaky service 
pipes we have repaired 19 leaks in the mains and 
23 in the service pipes. 

RESERVOIRS. 

On account of the extreme low water through- 
out the summer season we were unable to clean 
the large settling pond as desired. With one ex- 
ception the only thing which has been done to the 
other reservoirs was to clean them. The walls of 
the Gleason reservoir were in such a dilapidated 
condition that we have braced them so that they 
will stand until spring, when it will be necessary 
to rebuild or thoroughly repair them. 

SUPPLY AND WASTE AND METERS. 

During the summer we experienced one of the 
severest droughts ever known in this region. We 
were obliged to prohibit the use of the street 
sprinklers, garden hose, etc., for a few days in 
order to keep any water in reserve for fire protec- 
tion. The plumbing fixtures throughout the busi- 
ness section of the city were thoroughly inspected 
and the leaks stopped. 

From observations taken at the head of the 
water works at that time and previously, we have 
ascertained that the approximate daily consump- 
tion of water in this city is not far from 250 gal- 
lons per capita ; which is at least three times what 
it should be. Where is this enormous waste? and 
how can it be stopped? For unless it is stopped, 
as the population increases the supply will gradu- 
ally become too small in dry seasons, and, conse- 
quently, in a few years will have to be materially 
increased. Nearly all this waste is through leaky 
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and open fixtures, which are generally allowed to 
remain so through negligence. Any fixture leak- 
ing a small stream continuously will waste more 
water in three or four hours than a family of five 
will use in twenty-four. The only economical pre- 
ventative of such a waste of water which has been 
found to give general satisfaction in other places 
is the gradual adoption of the meter system. That 
is also the only system of taxation which is fair to 
all, because each one pays a tax proportional to 
the amount of water he draws from the mains. 
That system will surely stop the waste ; because, 
even though water is cheap, no one cares to pay 
for the privilege of throwing it away. 

In order to prevent a recurrence of last sum- 
mer's experience, and also the necessity of expend- 
ing a large sum of money in an increased supply 
or storage reservoirs within a few years, such a 
meter rate should be established that the rents will 
generally be slightly decreased if anything, and 
thus encourage a demand for meters and a practi- 
cal economy in the use of water. For the purpose 
of studying the meter question thoroughly and in 
a practical manner, and at the same time deter- 
mine what rate can be established here that will be 
fair to all, we have put in meters at a number of 
places under varying circumstances. The statis- 
tics obtained by these meters will be presented to 
your Honorable Body as soon as they can be col- 
lected and properly arranged.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

We have not only performed the work 
assigned to this department, but have completed a 
card index of all the notes in the office. As rec- 
ommended last year, these notes and some of the 
plans should be duplicated and the originals placed 
in a vault, or some other means provided for pro- 
tecting them from damage by fire or water. 

Mr. L. W, Fuller assisted me in the work of 
this department until the first of July ; since which 
time I have not had any regular assistant. 

Morse Place was laid out by the Street Com- 
missioners in 1 898, and should have been so stated 
in the report of last year. That increases the total 
miles of roadway in the city by 15-100 of a mile, 
making the total, according to measurements taken 
during the first year of the city, 45,32 miles. 
Recent surveys have shown these figures to be 
incorrect and they should be properly revised.

To the Honorable City Council: 

In compliance with Sec. 25, Chapter 22 of the 
laws and ordinances of the city, I herewith submit 
my report, including a complete record of fires 
from January 1st to December 31st, 1899, and a 
detailed statement of fires and alarms that the de- 
partment have responded to ; also the cause of 
such fires, with the amount of insurance carried 
upon the property endangered, and the total insur- 
ance paid thereon.

1,150 feet 2/2 -inch hose, new. 

The estimated value of property in charge of 
the department, December 31st, 1899, is $19,228.40. 
Schedules in detail are on file at the City Clerk's 
office ; also at the department headquarters. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Your apparatus and the fire alarm telegraph 
system are in excellent condition. 

The amount of hose in the department is 
small. We have not enough for a full change. I 
would advise the purchase of 1,000 feet of hose. 

Repairs at stations 1 and 2 are needed, which 
I trust you will give your immediate attention. 
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I would recommend the purchase of a span of 
horses to draw the aerial hook and ladder truck. 
This would not add very much to the expense of 
running the department, and would make it more 
efficient. I do not consider the ladders on the hose 
wagons suitable for the service that is^ required of 
them, and valuable time is lost in sending back for 
the truck, which should be one of the first appli- 
ances to arrive at a fire. I further recommend that 
a suitable steam radiator be placed in the hose 
tower at station No. t, to insure the quick drying 
of hose after use. 

To the Honorable City Council I wish to ex- 
tend my sincere thanks for the courtesies shown 
me while in the discharge of my duties ; to the 
members of the department, both permanent and 
call, my acknowledgments are due for the prompt 
and willing manner in which all duties have been 
performed.

To the Honorable City Council : 

In handing you my yearly report, I can call 
your attention to the bettered condition of your 
city as regards fire hazard. 

More inspections have been made the past 
year than any year before, and our recommenda- 
tions have, as a rule, been met with a cheerful 
compliance on the part of the property owners. 

Some time ago I had the pleasure, in a special 
report to His Honor, the Mayor, of suggesting a 
way of disposing of the ashes and other garbage 
which should accumulate within the fire district, 
and was glad to note that he endorsed it by calling 
your attention to it. As you will remember, I 
suggested that every owner or occupant be re- 
quired to place all garbage in an iron receptacle, 
and to put it in some convenient place to be re- 
moved by the city cart. I trust these rules may 
be adopted, and I believe the added expense to the 
city will be but little, and the benefits of great 
value, for it is only a question of time when we shall 
be obliged to combat a fire arising from ashes 
thrown down a wooden chute.

During the last year our police force has been 
kept at the reduced number, the same as last year, 
as it has been the desire of the city government 
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and the citizens generally to keep the expenses as 
low as possible and properly protect the interests 
of the city and the inhabitants upon the streets 
and in public places and in the enjoyment of pri- 
vate life. 

Arrests and prosecutions for the several crimes 
and misdemeanors have been kept in about the 
same proportion as in former years, and we have 
reason to congratulate ourselves that we have been 
able to control the city with our small police 
force. 

Our police station is now in a very good and 
suitable condition for the comfort, welfare and re- 
quirements of the police officers, and for the care,

Bill in chancery and injunction against pollut- 
ing city water supply.

City of Rutland v. School Commissioners. 

Bill brought to restrain school commissioners 
from drawing and negotiating certain orders 
claimed to be in excess of appropriations. Tem- 
porary injunction obtained, which was dissolved 
upon filing of answer. This holding of the Chan- 
cellor was a practical disposition of the case, and 
the case has been discontinued. 

City of Rutland v. George E. Sadler and 
Others. 

Bill in chancery and temporary injunction 
against the defendants, restraining them from 
bringing suits against the city to recover for work 
on and materials, for the sewer which Bianco & 
Grimaldi contracted to construct. The defendants 
demurred to the bill ; this demurrer was sustained 
by the Court, and a decree entered dismissing the 
bill. The result was to leave a large number of 
claims, mostly small, outstanding against the city. 
These claims are properly classified under two 
heads, one for labor, and the other for materials 
furnished. The claims for labor are based, by the 
men performing the labor, upon the claim that the 
city expressly promised to pay them, in considera- 
tion of the work already performed, and of the 
continuance of the work upon the sewer. The city 
council has settled these claims. The claims for 
materials furnished Bianco & Grimaldi do not thus 
far appear to have the same or similar foundation, 
and are at present under consideration by the city 
council. 

City of Rutland v. Rutland Street R'y Co. 

Bill and injunction with reference to location 
of track and operation of road through Pine Street. 
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After the injunction was obtained, action was 
taken by the city council whereby further prosecu- 
tion of the suit seemed unnecessary, and the same 
was discontinued. 

. City of Rutland v. Harriet F. Stimson. 

Bill in chancery and injunction against ob- 
structing Nichols Street. Discontinued.

Frenier & LeBlanc v. City of Rutland. 

Bill in chancery and injunction against dis- 
charge of certain sewerage into Tenney Brook.

Board of School Commissioners, 

1699. 



The appropriation for schools was $1,500.00 
less for the year 1S99 than for 1898. The state- 
ment of orders drawn by the Finance Committee 
of the Board of School Commissioners, as pub- 
lished in the City Report, covers all expenses for 
the fiscal year, with the exception of a few Decem- 
ber bills, not exceeding $250,00 in amount, and the 
receipts credited to the general fund since January, 
1899, consist of the last appropriation of 
$33,500.00, made by the City Council in March, 
1899, and income from other sources, which re- 
ceipts were in excess of the total disbursements 
for the year herein reported. The Treasurer re- 
ports $2,226,08 more paid out than the orders re- 
ported represent, as he paid all of previous year's 
outstanding orders. 

We are pleased to report, also, that the total 
amount of disbursements for all purposes, as shown 
by the orders drawn, was $1,396.37 less than for 
the last school year. The balance left in the 
Treasurer's hands, to the credit of the school board, 
on general fund account, January 1st, 1900, is 
$8,538.14. The school attendance, as reported by 
the Superintendent, has been increasing quite rap- 
idly (56) and the two kindergarten schools, which 
have been established by the school board, in an- 
swer to an urgent demand from our citizens, will 
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necessarily require an increase in the expenditures 
for salaries, etc. The School Commissioners have 
never called for the full amount of funds author- 
ized under the charter. They ask, for the year 
1900, an appropriation of $35,000.00. The school 
attendance is liable to increase, and more kinder- 
garten schools may be required. 

The balance on bond account, as per last 
year's report, $52.78, was carried to the credit of 
the general fund account. The school board have 
been required to raise money on their school war- 
rants for the purpose of maintaining the schools, 
after the payment of the pay roll 'for March, 1899. 
This necessitated an interest charge on their war- 
rants issued for that purpose, until taxes became 
available in October, which had to be paid from the 
school fund. This has been forced upon the 
School Commissioners during the last two years. 
The department of schools might be provided 
with funds to meet their warrants the same as the 
other departments of the city government, as long 
as the expenditures of the School Commissioners 
do not exceed the amount of the annual appropria- 
tion for schools. This would save money, as the 
City Council can raise money at a less rate of in- 
terest, on temporary loan warrants, than the School 
Commissioners can negotiate their warrants. 

We refer the tax-payers to the School Manual, 
published in November, 1899, for full report of the 
schools for the school year ending July 1, 1899, 
and to the statistical report on another page, as 
made by the Superintendent of Schools.
